controller based on the image, including processing the print request and the data file for the 
image by the print processing system controller to determine an image characferifiHr 
including at least one of a print re so l uti on , a bit depth, a size, a file si7.e, and a quality of th^, 
image and determine one of a specified application a nd a specified printing op t ion includin g 
at least one of a print medium size and a print med i um tvne for the image, and includin g 
comparing the image characteristic and the one of th e specified application and the specified 
printing option to determine the appropriate application for the image. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the network communication link includes 
an Internet communication link. 



3. (Previously Presented) The mediod of claim 1, further comprising: 

defining the network communication link between a customer and the print 
processing system controUer, and wherein receiving the print request and the data file for the 
image includes receiving the print request and the data file for the image from the customer 
via the network communication link. 



4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

defining the network conmiunication link between a customer and the print 
processing system controller; and 
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reporting the appropriate application for the image to the customer via the network 
communication link. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

defining the network communication link between the print provider and the print 
processing system controller, and wherein receiving the print request and the data file for the 
image includes receiving the print request and the data file for the image firom the print 
provider via the network communication link. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 . further comprising: 
defining die network communication link between the print processing system 

controller and at least one of a content provider offering a plurality of images and an 
appUcation provider offering an application for the image, and wherein receiving the print 
request and the data file for the image includes receiving the print request and the data file for 
the image from the at least one of the content provider and the appHcation provider via the 
network communication bnk.

9. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein receiving the print request 
and the data file for the image includes receiving a request for a plurality of appropriate 
applications for the image. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein determining the appropriate 
application for the image includes determining an appropriate print medium size for the 
image. 

11. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein determining the appropriate 
application for the image includes determining an appropriate quaUty for the image.

14. (Currently Amended) A system for processing ain image before printing of the image 
by a print provider, the system comprising: 

a print processing system controller adapted to receive a print request and a data file 
for the image, and process the print request and the data ble to determine an appropriate 
application for the image based on the image^ ■ 

wherein the print request includes o ne of a specified appiication and a specified 
printing option inc luding at lea st o n e of a print medium size and a print medium typ e for thf. 
image, 

wherein the print processing syste m controller is jadapted to determine an image 
characteristic including at least one o f a print resolution, la bit depth, a size, a file size, and a 
quality of the ima^ e, and 

wherein the print processing system controller is kdapted to compare the ima ge 
characteristic and t he one of th e specified app l ication andi the specified printing op tion fn 
determine the appropriate application for the imflp;p. 

15. (Original) The system of claim 14. wherein the piint processing system controller is 
configured to communicate via a network communicatio^i link, and wherein the print 
processing system controller is adapted to receive the pri^t request and the data file for the 
image via the network commimication link.
